The Dend Bard's Birthplace,

John Greenleal Whitnier's birthplace still
gtands, near Haverhill, Mass, only & littie
sltered from what it was in 1807, the date of
his birth, A farmer's son, born at & time
when New England farm life was more
frugal than it is nowadays, he had none of
the opportunities for culture which Holmes
or Lowell hnd in their vouth. His parcnts
were intelligent and upright people of lim-
fted means, who lived in all the simplicivy
of the Quaker faith, and there was nothing
in his early surroundings to encourage rnd
developa Msterary taste. He had to borrow
books amwong the neighbors, and thought

pothing of walking several miles for one
volume. The only instruction be received
was ut the distriot school, and later on &t
the Haverhill Amduma'. paying for his tul-
tion by work done in his spare hours,

some of his earliest inspiration was drawn
from Durns, and be tells us of lis Joy when
his schoolmaster loaned him A copy of the
poet’s works. *1 began to make rhymes
my<elf,” he says, in his simple way, *and to
fmngine stories and adventures.” Indeed,
he did begin to rhyme almost as soon s he
knew how to read, but he kept his verses
secret, fenring that his father, who wasa
wrosaic man, mizht think he wns wasting
{m_- time. S0 he wrote aniy oW the sly, when
the patearnal back was turned: and, as pen
and ink were not ulways avallable, he some-
times used chalk, and sves charconl

He Sarprises His Practical Futher,

Willlam H. Ridelng, in his “Boyhood of
Living Authors,” tells us that the surprise
of the family was great when some of these
verses were unearthed from under & heap of
rubbish {n the garret. His father frowned
upon these efforts, not outof unkindness,
but becanse he doubted the efMeiency of the
bor's eduveation for a liverary life. His sis-
ter, however, had faith in him, and withont
his knowledge sent his poems to the Free
Proa, of Newburyport.
